CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

G  iadiolus  may!  be  planted  any  time  the  ground  is  in 
good  condition  and  danger  of  frosfc  is  over,  in  our  cli¬ 
mate  about  May  1st.  Largo  bulbs  should  be  planted 
five  to  six  inches  deep,  small  bulbss  less .  T)he  rjootsi 
go  down  a  sol  the  ground  should;  be  well  pulverized  and 
enriched  below  as  well  as  above  the  bulbs.  They 
should  have  full  exposure  to  the  sun  and  not.  where 
roots'  of  Wees  or  shrubbery  sap  the  ground.  Culti¬ 
vate  enough  to  keep  down  weeds  and  ,ao  pot  let  a  ferust 
form  around  young  plants.  "Water  once  a)  week  if  nec¬ 
essary.  After  tops  are  killed  by  frost,  lift)  carefully 
and  dry  in  sun  for  two  days ,  Separatel  t£ny  foulblets 
or  cormelsi  from  bulb  and  storei  in  cool  dry  pjlace  in 
ventilated  boxes  safe  from,  frost.  The  little  offsets 
around  the  bulb  are  ybur  increase.  Take  care  of  them.
